advancing Nazis. This loss has never ceased to produce 
a profound influence on the new Minister. 

As a Member of Knesset, Rabbi Nurock achieved 
great prominence as a result of his talents as a speaker. 
He dominated the lobby and the preparation of many 
laws. On several important matters, he had an indepen- 
dent view, and always fought courageously for his 
ideals. Thus, in the matter of Reparations from Ger: 
many, he took a firm stand against the Government of 
Israel, although his party belonged to the Coalition 
and supported the negotiations. Rabbi Nurock, who 
was named by Mizrachi to replace the late David Z. 
Pinkas as its Cabinet appointee, was one of very few 
individuals who were allowed to waive party and coali- 
tion discipline and join in public protests against the

Congress group this month. I came away with the impression 

that, in a quietly feminine way, with perhaps 2

It was decided that each foundling, alternately, should be as- 
signed to the Protestant and Catholic faith. Though passed with 
the consent of the Jewish representatives, none of the Jewish 
groups liked this decision, recalled Mrs. Polier, except one important 
group, who argued with their co-religionists that it was not worth 
damaging our relationship with the other religious faiths for such 
a small matter. She also recalled that, at the time, the Catholic 
leader was outspokently opposed to assigning any of the infants 
to Jews, although this should be viewed in the light that the 1938 
meeting was held in the shadow of Hitler. 


AS TIME PASSED, MRS. POLIER became increasingly con- 
vinced that, small as was the number of human beings that this con- 
cerned, maybe 20 a year, it still came under the heading of the 
state favoring one religion over another. 

She went to work on the problem, and when recently a meeting 
was held to reconsider, all the Protestant representatives agreed 
that they were taking unfair advantage of the Jewish group and 
should mend matters. 


AT THIS POINT the same Catholic leader turned to her and 
dropped his bombshell:

Why These Continual Fights

The Involved Case Of The Strictiy Kosher Wine 


HE case of the publication by the bottlers of 
Mogen David Wine of a cook book contain- 
ing trefa recipes is an odd one. 

The company’s wine is the leading seller in 
the United States. But only a small portion of its 
sales are to Jewish people, since Jews drink wine 
only for festive occasions and almost never to 
excess. 


THEREFORE, ONE FINDS IT DIFFICULT to 
take exception with the company’s publication of 
the trefa recipes, designed obviously for non-Jews. 

Still it is a wine which bases a good part of its 
Sales appeal on the fact that it is a kosher wine. 


In fact, there is no question at all about its kash- 
rut. Two Chicago rabbis have continuously certi- 
fied as to the kashrut of Mogen David wine. 


THERE IS ANOTHER PECULIARITY which 
confounds the picture still. 

The officials of the company in a public state 
ment about a year ago declared that they delib- 
erately chose as Jewish a name for their product 
as possible. They purposefully wanted their prod: 
uct to be identifed with the Jewish people. This, 
we think, was all in their favor, and time has 
proven their judgement good. 

So there you have it. The involved case of the 
strictly kosher wine.

Richard Siegel Tells Thrill of Celebrating His Bar Mitzvah in Israel 


(See Carl Alpert’s column this issue for additional background on Richard Siegel's trip to Israel) 


@Editor, Jewish Post: 

No sooner did our airliner come smoothly to a stop 
at Lydda Airport, than a pretty blonde Hostess from 
the Israel National Tourist Office hopped on the plane 
and gave us the nicest welcome that we had ever heard, 
“Shalom! Welcome to Israel!” From then on, we knew 
that our trip was no longer a dream. 

Now I must tell you the reason behind our coming 
#0 Israel: About two years ago, my parents looked 
ahead and anticipated the great expense and festivity 
which would accompany my forthcoming bar mitzvah 
jn our community of Lewistown, Pa. They realized that 
par mitzvahs in the U. S., in many cases, have become 
jittle more than an “excuse to have a big patty” and 
have not only lost much of the original significance but 
mean very little to the boy himself. They, therefore, 
decided that rather than have the elaborate bar-mitzvah 
that has become almost traditional, they would take 
me to the Holy Land for this important occasion. This 
js why the beautiful welcome at the airport meant so 
much to us particularly. 


ONE SPECIAL EVENT OF OUR STAY in Israel 
that I will always remember is being able to take part 
jn Simhat Torah services in Jerusalem. 

On Friday night, along with Professor Abraham 
Fraenkel of the Hebrew University, my parents and I 
visited six different synagogues, including the Yeshurun 
Synagogue, a synagogue of German and West Euro- 
pean Jews, several Hassidic synagogues, and finally, the 
most interesting, a Yemenite congregation. 

The fervor and the spirit with which they danced 
with the Sifre Turah was almost unbelievable. As they 
danced around, singing, and some of them even carry- 
ing the Rebbes around or their shoulders, we felt that

only in Jerusalem could there be a feeling like this. 

Saturday morning was equally impressive. My fa- 
ther and I went to “Bet Hapoel Hamizrachi,” a Syna- 
gogue of young people where the entire service is con- 
ducted by boys. Here, too, there was singing and danc- 
ing and before dad and I knew it, we had been pulled 
right into the circle and were dancing with them. 

The dancing continued for about three hours and 
then the whole circle moved out on the streets and kept 
on dancing as vigorously as before. It was certainly a 
Simhat Torah that I shall never forget. 


AS I TOURED ISRAEL during the two weeks pre- 
ceding my bar mitzvah, I was amazed by the enormous 
amount of construction that is evident all over the 
country. I was particularly impressed by the spirit of 
the people that I met and talked to during my visit, 
that they take pride in their remarkable achievements 
during the past few years but place more emphasis 
on the future development of Israel. 

Another lasting impression that I have of Israel is 
the gracious hospitality extended us in private homes. 
Although the Israelis have few material possessions at 
present, they are eager and proud to share what they 
do have with you. It is gestures such as these that 
make visitors from America fee] that in Israel they are 
not only among friends, but among their own people. 

While visiting in Haifa, my parents were happy that 
we were able to meet Carl Alpert, columnist for The 
Jewish Post who is now in Israel as public relations di- 
rector of the Technion. This was of special interest to 
us, aS it was one of Mr. Alpert’s columns which ap- 
peared in The Post a few years ago that first gave 
mother and dad the idea of having my bar mitzvah in 
Israel.

Like many other visitors, we wish that we could have 
spent much more time there to more fully observe the 
wonderful work that is being done and the progress 
that has been made toward building the new state.

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On the Connection between Hanukah and the Israel Bond Drive 


By M. Z. FRANK 

F I am not trespassing on Helen Cohen’s territory, I 
I should like to say a few words about Hanukah. 

To the strictly Orthodox Jew 
Hanukah yras, for a long time, 
primarily, the celebration of a 
crude miracle: a can of oil was 
found in the Temple after it had 
peen cleared of the pagans, con- 
taining enough for one night. It 
took eight days to prepare the 
oil according to the formula to 
pe used in the sacred menorah. 
By a miracle from the Heavens, 
the canful lasted until the new 
oil was ready. Hence,eight days of Hanukah. 

The official prayer for Hanukah makes no mention 
of that miracle. Instead, it speaks of a miracle in the 
higher sense, just as we speak of the miracle of Israel 
today without having in mind any supernatural events: 


“IN THE DAYS OF MATTATHIAS, son of Yohanan, 
the Hasmonean High Priest, and his sons, when the 
wicked Hellenic Kingdom plotted against Your people,

Israel, to make them forget Your Law and violate the 
ordinances You decreed, You, in Your great mercy, 
stood by them in the time of their affliction, taking up 
their cause, meting out justice, avenging them. 

“You handed the strong into the hands of the weak, 
the many into the hands of the few, the unclean into the 
hands of the clean, the wicked into the hands of the 
righteous...” 

“Thereafter, Your children came into Your Temple, 
cleared Your sanctuary, and kindled lights in Your 
courts, and fixed eight days, these days of Hanukah 
(dedication), for giving thanks and praise to Your Holy 
Name.” 


THE JEWS HAD A SMALL PROVINCE under Per- 
sian and, later, Hellenic, rule, enjoying a certain 
amount of autonomy. Antiochus Epiphanes sought to 
bring the Jews of his Syrian-Hellenist Empire into line 
with the rest of his subjects by forcing them to adopt 
the Greek religion. A handful, led by the Hasmonean 
family, revolted. After an unequal but heroic struggle, 
they succeeded in ousting the foreign armies. The foe 
was ready to grant the Jews the old privileges of free- 


beans (roughly, another name for the Hasmoneans) ine 
sisted on full national sovereignty. In the end they won. 

I don’t know how the Council of Judaism or the old- 
fashioned Reform rabbis explain those events, but the 
Ztonists have, from the beginning of the movement, 
adopted Hanukah as their favorite holiday, and the 
Maccabbeans as their inspiration. 

No wonder the first Zionist publication in America 
was called The Maccabean. 

No wonder the Bond Drive is making Hanukah the 
occasion for BIG Day in New York and is running a 
great Hanukah rally in the Madison Square Garden in 
New York. 


THERE IS MORE THAN THE WAR of Indepen- 
dence fought by the Maccabeans to serve as an inspira- 
tion to modern Zionists. The later Hasmonean kings, 
Simon and, more especially, Alexander Janai, sought 
to consolidate Israel’s economy by opening a way up to 
the sea and taking possession of the Negev. 

Today, Israel has the Haifa port and the Negev. But 
it needs Bond money to develop them in order to make 
itself economically self-sustaining.
